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COLD  STORAGE  REPORT,  JANUARY  1,  19& 

Commodity  Summary  ^35853 

January  1  holdings  in  refrigerated  warehouses  totaled  7.2  "billion  pounds,  the 
second  3&rgeB-t;ttf  record  for  the  date,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This 
inventory  was  about  600  million  pounds  less  than  a  month  earlier.    On  January  1, 
19^3,  7.3  billion  pounds  were  in  storage.    The  1957-61  average  for  the  date  is  6.0 
billion  pounds.    Occupancy  of  public  cooler  rooms  was  56  percent  of  capacity  on 
January  1,  3  points  less  than  a  month  earlier  and  7  points  less  than  on  January  1, 
1963'    Freezer  occupancy,  also  down  3  points  from  last  month,  was  at  70  percent  of 
capacity  compared  with  7^-  percent  a  year  earlier.    At  the  start  of  the  new  year, 
holdings  of  frozen  vegetables  were  128U  million  pounds,  the  highest  ever  for  January 
1.    Withdrawals  during  December  totaled  52  million  pounds,  the  same  as  last  year. 
The  average  December  reduction  is  55  million  pounds.    Frozen  fruit  supplies  declined 
k  million  pounds  more  than  average  for  the  month  but  3  million  less  than  a  year 
earlier.    Ofce  31  million  pound  decline  left  U33  million  pounds  in  storage,  18  per- 
cent less  than  on  January  1,  1963  and  12  percent  less  than  the  average.    A  gain  of 
702  thousand  gallons,  brought  warehouse  stocks  of  orange  concentrate  up  to  about 
20  million  gallons  on  January  1,  196^.    This  time  last  year,  stocks  totaled  39 
million  gallons  and  the  average  is  17  million  gallons.    Withdrawals  of  frozen 
turkeys  during  the  past  holiday  season  lowered  stocks  to  2l6  million  pounds.  The 
reduction  was  72  million  pounds  compared  with  6l  million  during  December  1962  and 
the  average  reduction  of  k6  million  pounds.    Total  poultry  stocks,  including 
turkeys,  were  360  million  pounds,  7  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier  and  5 
percent  larger  than  the  average. 

A  significant  December  reduction  in  Government -owned  butter  of  31  million 
pounds  helped  to  lower  the  total  national  supply  by  38  million  pounds.    This  left 
20k  million  pounds  in  storage  on  January  1,  I96U,  compared  with  319  million  pounds 
held  on  January  1,  1963.    The  average  for  the  date  is  98  million  pounds.  American 
cheese  stocks  totaled  297  million  pounds,  down  27  million  from  a  month  earlier. 
This  December  reduction  was  almost  twice  the  decline  of  a  year  earlier.    Shell  egg 
holdings  were  down  to  67  thousand  cases  and  -frozen  egg,  stocks  to  55  million  pounds. 
About  hk  thousand  cases  of  eggs  moved  from  storage  during  December,  about  the  same 
as  a  year  ago  but  27  thousand  cases  less  than  the  average  December  disappearance. 
The  13  million  pound  reduction  in  frozen  egg  stocks  was  2  million  pounds  less  than 
a  year  earlier  and  5  million  less  than  the  average.    Supplies  of  meats  decreased 
during  December  in  contrast  to  a  gain  usually  reported  for  the  month.    The  drop  was 
13  million  pounds  compared  with  a  k3  million  pound  gain  during  December  1962  and  30 
million,  the  average  gain  for  the  month.    Stocks  totaled  610  million  pounds  -  21 
percent  more  than  on  January  1,  1963  and  32  percent  more  than  the  average. 
Cooler  and  freezer  stocks  changes 

Beginning  of  year  inventory  of  refrigerated  food  holdings  totaled  7.2  billion 
pounds  —  down  about  600  million  pounds  from  a  month  earlier.    On  January  1,  196^, 
stocks  were  100  million  less  than  the  record  holdings  for  the  date,  reported  last 
year,  but  20  percent  more  than  the  average.    In  cooler  rooms,  stocks  were  down  ^l6 
million  pounds  to  3-6  billion.    Except  for  the  gains  in  stocks  of  dried  and  evapo- 
rated fruits  and  nuts,  holdings  of  all  other  cooler-stored  items  decreased  during 
December.    The  principal  reductions  were  fresh  fruits  and  cheese.    A  l80-million 
pound  December  decrease  in  freezer  stocks  lowered  total  weight  in  storage  to  3-6 
billion  pounds.    On  January  1  last  year  stocks  totaled  k  billion  pounds  and  the 
average  for  the  date  is  3  billion.    Increases  in  stocks  of  frozen  fruit  juices,  pork, 
veal,  and  lamb  and  mutton,  were  insufficient  to  overcome  withdrawals  in  stocks  of 
butter,  cream,  eggs,  poultry,  fruits,  vegetables,  and  beef. 
Storage  occupancy  in  public  warehouses 

Cooler  occupancy  was  56  percent  of  capacity  on  January  1,  a  reduction  of  3 
points  from  December  1.    Occupancy  of  cooler  space  was  2  points  greater  than  the 
1957-61  average  for  this  time  of  year  but  7  points  below  January  1  a  year  ago. 
Freezer  occupancy  was  70  percent  of  capacity,  a  decline  of  3  points  from  last  month. 
This  occupancy  was  2  points  less  than  average  for  January  1  an$,  k  £oin$ 8..fceJkowwtnis ... 
date  last  year. 
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Fruits,  vegetables,  and  juices 

January  1  holdings  of  frozen  fruits  -were  down  to  433  million  pounds  as  a 
result  of  the  December  disappearance  of  31  million  pounds.    The  December  1962 
reduction  was  34  million  pounds  and  the  average  decline  is  27  million  pounds. 
Frozen  fruit  supplies  were  18  percent  less  than  on  January  1,  1963  an<*  ^  percent 
less  than  the  average.    Except  for  the  10  million  pound  gain  in  frozen  apple  stocks, 
holdings  of  all  other  fruit  items  declined  during  the  month.    The  largest  decline 
was  the  16  million  pounds  of  frozen  strawberries,  which  left  131  million  pounds 
in  storage  on  January  1.    Frozen  vegetable  stocks  were  reduced  52  million  pounds 
during  December,  the  same  as  a  year  earlier  but  5  percent  less  than  the  average 
decline  for  the  month.    Stocks  were  1,284  million  pounds  compared  with  1,283 
million  pounds  stored  on  January  1,  1963  and  the  average  of  957  million  pounds. 
During  December  there  was  a  falling  off  in  stocks  of  all  vegetable  stocks  except 
brussel  sprouts,  cauliflower,  mixed  vegetables,  mixed  peas  and  carrots,  and  french 
fries.    January  1  holdings  of  peas  were  reduced  to  215  million  pounds  after  a 
December  decline  of  32  million  pounds  while  french  fries,  at  223  million  pounds, 
were  34  million  pounds  larger  than  on  December  1,  1963.    On  January  1,  19^3> 
french  fries  totaled  224  million  pounds.    Orange  concentrate  stocks  gained  slightly 
during  December  and  on  January  1  totaled  almost  20  million  gallons .    The  gain  was 
700  thousand  gallons  compared  with  4  million  during  December  19 62  and  the  average 
gain  of  1  million  gallons.    For  the  date,  orange  concentrate  stocks  are  one -half 
of  the  quantity  stored  a  year  earlier  but  18  percent  larger  than  the  average.

Frozen  poultry  supplies  on  January  1  were  360  million  pounds,  7  percent  more 
than  a  year  earlier  and  5  percent  greater  than  average.    Holdings  of  frozen  poultry 
decreased  66  million  pounds  during  December,  compared  with  a  reduction  of  51 
million  during  December  1962.    The  average  December  decline  is  44  million  pounds. 
Turkey  stocks  were  216  million  pounds  —  a  drop  of  72  million  during  December.  The 
inventory  was  6  percent  above  January  1  last  year  and  19  percent  above  average  but 
18  percent  less  than  the  record  January  1  stocks  in  1962.    Supplies  of  frozen  eggs 
were  55,  million  pounds  —  a  decline  of  13  million  pounds  from  December  1.    A  year 
earlier  stocks  were  6l  million  pounds  and  the  average  for  the  date  is  67  million 
pounds.    Stocks  of  shell  eggs  were  67  thousand  cases  on  January  1,  or  44  thousand 
cases  less  than  on  December  1  and  50  thousand  cases  below  January  1  a  year  ago. 
Average  holdings  for  the  date  are  .113  thousand  cases. 
Dairy  and  Dairy  Products 

Cold  storage  stocks  of  butter  on  January  1  were  204  million  pounds,  36  percent 
under  a  year  earlier  but  more  than  double  the  average  for  January  1.  Holdings 
declined  38  million  pounds  during  December  compared  with  a  2 6 -million -pound  reduc- 
tion in  December  I962  and  the  average  decline  of  15  million  pounds.    Government - 
owned  butter  in  storage  on  January  1  was  reported  at  172  million  pounds  leaving 
32  million  pounds  in  commercial  channels  compared  with  31  million  a  year  earlier. 
Holdings  of  American  cheese  on  January  1  were  297  million  pounds,  23  percent  less 
than  a  year  earl ier^ and  7  percent  below  average  for  the  date.    Stocks  declined  27 
million  pounds  during  December,  compared  with  a  14  million  pound  reduction  during 
December  I962  and  the  10-million-pound-average  December  decline. 
Meat  and  meat  products 

Supplies  of  meat  and  meat  products  declined  13  million  pounds  during  December 
to  610  million  on  January  1.    A  year  earlier  stocks  gained  43  million  pounds  and  the 
average  December  increase  is  30  mill  ion  pounds.    Holdings  were  21  percent  more  than 
on  January  1,  1963  and  32  percent  above  average.    Beef  holdings  were  260  million 
pounds,  a  decline  of  8  million  pounds  during  December.    The  January  1  inventory  was 

37  percent  above  the  same  date  last  year  and  48  percent  above  average.    Frozen  beef 
holdings  were  248  million  pounds,  the  largest  January  1  holdings  since  1953-  Stocks 
of  pork  were  11  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and  23  percent  above  average.  Frozen 
pork  holdings  increased  14  million  pounds  during  December  to  224  million.  Cooler 
pork  totaled  31  million  pounds,  a  decline  of  9  million  pounds  during  the  month. 
Supplies  of  frozen  pork  bellies  on  January  1  were  58  million  pounds,  compared  with 

38  million  on  December  1.
